gor, delivered a I ecu re at the Bates street 
Baptist church Tuesday afternoon under 
tbe auspices of tbe Cosmos Club of Lew- 
lston.

"Education," but In her interesting dis- 
course she divoted herself more particu- 
larly to tbe rlgbt of children regarding 
education. A large number attended the 
lecture and all were delighted with tb 
Instructive talk br Miss Snow. 


She declared tbat cbi'dren bad a great 


many rights whlcb parents and teachers 
are bound lo respect, but which they 
general} it not quite often fail to do. 
Sneaking of the American methods ot 
education she referred to tbe rapid iu) 
provoment In the normal schools, tbe 
introduction of manual labor work In 
Ihe training schools and the Introduction 
of technical and textile training. 


Miss Snow Insisted that both teachers 


and parents should see tbat the school- 
rooms are kept as clean and wholesome 
as possible. 
The surroundings of a 


child may oe a mighty factor In keeping 
him! keenly sensitive to every influence 
about him, whether ethical or actual. 


Mils Snow showed many new points In 


the matter* of diet aod habits for the 
child. She Insisted that tea and coffee 
were bad things for the child's nervous 
system and tbat tbe dancing school and 
other things In which tbe children are 
encouraged lo take part are oft tlmet 
lar more injurious and mote responsible 
for tedloutneFS, illnefte* ar.d nervous 
breakdowns than tbe actual school work.
